REVISORY AND SUGGESTIVE FUNCTIONS, 

may initiate legislation, but when a bill, 
oncfi amended, Bhall be returned by them to 
the Commona, tho decision of the Lower 
House shall bo final'. In tho event of the 
Peers absolutely rejecting a bill sent up by 
tho Commons, tho Lower Houso may re- 
affirm tho measure by resolution, and thus 
over-ride tho rejection of tho Upper Houbo 
There aro five Peers in Mr. Gladsiono's 
cabinet, and none of them would support 
a measure to ovorthrow the Upper Houso, 
Three of them, howovor, while prepared to 
atand by thoir class, are known to be will- 
ing to roform tho Chamber. Tho ministers 
in question aro tho Earl of Rosebery, Sccre 
tary of State for Foreign Affairs ; Lord 
Herachell, Lord High Chancellor ; and the 
Earl of Kimberley,. Secretary of State for 
India.

ASSIGNMENTS AND PREFERENCES. 

H« II. Privy Council Decides That the On- 
tario Law is Valid. 

London, Feb. 24. — Tho judicial commit- 
tee of tho Privy Council gave judgment to- 
day deolaring tho Ontario aot respecting 
assignments and preferences by insolvents 
and bankrupts to bo valid. This is a victory 
for the Ontario Government and re- 
verses tho judgment of tho Supreme 
Court, which awarded in favor of 
tho Dominion Government's contention 
that such legislation was ultra virea of the 
Provinco of Ontario. Their lordships de- 
clared that the aide provisions at iaBuo, 
enaotments relating to aaaignments purely 
voluntary, do not infringe on tho ox- 
oluaive legislative powor of the Domin- 
ion Government. Tho merits of the caso 
wero heard on Decomber 15, when 
Hon. Edward Blake appeared for the 
Province of Ontario, and Sir Richard 
Webster presented tho arguments in be- 
half of tho Dominion. The question was 
whether tho jurisdiction of the Dominion 
Parliament on the subject of bankruptcy 
and insolvency was so cxolusivo that, though 
nob exercised, tho Provincial Legislature 
was powerless to givo even partial relief. 
Canadian judges had differed on the subject. 
Tho Dominion Government were not anxious 
to maintain the opposite view, though as a 
matter of official duty, they had to contend, 
and through their counsel did contend, an 
exclusive jurisdiction, despite tho Ontario 
Insolvency Act of 1S87. 

AN OLD CHESTNUT. 

Victoria Woodhall-Hartin Again Repudiates 
Hor Former Views on the Marriage 
Relation. 

London, Feb. 24.— The trial of tho ac- 
tion of Mrs. Victoria Woodhull-Martin 
against tho trustees of the British Museum 
for holding in their possession books libel- 
ling hor character, was roBtimod in the High 
Court of Justice to-day. Mrs. Martin took 
tho witness stand and retold in her vindi- 
cation the story of her relations to tho 
Boeoher-Tilton aoandal ; how she waB led 
to adopt the theories of marriage which she 
had advocated and many other incidents 
of her life. Mr. John Biddulph Martin, 
the huBband of tho plaintiff, was then 
called. He said that beforo making Mrs. 
Woodhull his wifo ho waa well acquainted 
with her apeeobes and writinga, and had 
closoly followed her oareer long before she 
came to England. He had never Been ono 
word endorsing the views expressed in the 
artielea attributed to her which ahe had not 
explicitly repudiated as views which he be- 
lieved to bo distinctly contrary to hera. 
After further testimony tho case was ad- 
journed, 

BRITISH BEATEN. 

Another Reverse for 11. SI. Marines on tho 
African West Coast. 

London, Fob. 24. —Advices from Bathurst, 
capital of tho colony of Gambia, West 
Africa, say that a detachment of sailora 
from tho British warships Raleigh and Wid- 
geon, supported by the West India regiment, 
landed for the purpose of attacking a slave 
raiding band under Chief Fodisalah. It ia 
reported the British were surprised by Fodi- 
salah and compolled to retreat with 
heavy loss. Later dispatches make the 
fight between tho British and slave 
traders more serious. In addition to those 
killed and wounded, a number of marines 
and part of tho West Indian infantry com 
pany that participated in the engagements 
are missing, and it is feared they have per- 
ished. Another strong force will be sent in 
Bearch of them. Still later advicea say the 
British expedition against Chief Fodisalah 
captured two Btockaded villages which thoy 
held over night. Next morning it was do- 
cided to return to tho boats. Tho British 
had scarcely begun their return when they 
were attacked on all aidoa. The Iobs of tho 
British was ten killed and 47 wonnded.

To the Euitok : — Professor Robertson, 
in his tour of tho Province, remarked that, 
with the poBBiblo oxcoption of Chilliwack, 
Uomox was tho best locality for tho estab- 
lishment and oporation of a creamery that 
he had bcod, and ho advised tho people to 
go in for clover and Jersey cattle, — which 
advice they aro fast following. 

A writer in tho Commercial Journal, re 
viewing my last note, says there aro other 
places on tho Island as well fitted as Comox 
lor tho above industry. Bicked by Pro- 
fessor Robertson, I bog to differ with him. 
What would bo the butter-making qualities 
of milk that had been jolted in cans a dia 
tanco o.' ten or twolvo miles ? It ib the 
compactness of tho valley, togothor with its 
Bpecial adaptability for clover-raising, which 
gives it tho pro-ominosce ovor all other 
Island seel ions as a creamery location. If 
Chilliwaok is tho " garden of tho Provinco," 
Comox is easily tho " gardon of tho Island." 

As far as market ia concerned, the grow- 
ing town of Union ia within six miles and 
already consumes a good sharo of tho butter 
product of tho valley. And tho near future 
will see tho extension of tho Island railway- 
to Comox, bringing it within three hours of 
Nanaimo, and within aix of Victoria.

To add to tho present troubles, tho drain- 
age of tho old boarding-school waa found 
def-otivo, is waa very oloarly provod by a 
serious outbreak of scarlet fever, resulting 
in the olosing of tho school.

As soon as the Houeo went into supply on 
Friday afternoon it was aeon that tho Oppo- 
sition wero proparod to try their hand at 
obstruction. Their leader and his ehiof sup- 
porters resorted to various littlo devices to 
prolong debato, and to provont busi- 
ness being done. Mr. Kitchen pro- 
duced a copy of the Vancouver 
World, and was prepared to read from 
it voluminous extracts, and Mr. Forster, 
in the moat innocent way in the world, for- 
tified himself with two large volumes, 
which wero intended a double debt to pay, 
namely, to edify tho supporters of tho Gov- 
ernment and to consume tho time of the 
Houao. The preparations were mado mer- 
rily for what the Yankees call "filibuster- 
ing " by the Opposition. Their singular pro- 
ceedings and their unwonted good humor 
wore contemplated with cheerful patience 
by the Government and their supporters. 

Mr. Beaven and h'u followers wero per- 
mitted to begin their little gamo of obstruc- 
tion with hardly a word of romonstranco 
from their opponents. It was, we presume, 
euppoeed they would, after a whilo, got 
tired of the gamo and before it became very 
late permit the House to go on with the 
businosa in hand. But as the night wore 
on it became evident that tho Opposition 
were determined that no business should ba 
done. It was plain that they wero 
bouud to koop the work of obstruction up 
until daylight should appsir — and after- 
wards if thoy did not got their way. 

When tho plajful Oppositionists had 
been allowed their fling long enough, aa 
the Chairman of tho Committeo bolioved, 
he began to check tho discuralvo orators. 
Thoy reaonted this, and some of thorn lost 
their tempera. Expressions the reverse of 
complimentary were bandied across tho 
floor, and tho Speaker was appealed to to 
BUBtain the Chairman in his attempts 
to keep tho House in order and 
to got through with the business. 
Tho Speaker was firm. It was seen 
that he was not to be trifled with. But it 
was only when the omill hours of the morn- 
ing had passed that the Obstructionists saw 
that they had lost tho day, and that thoy 
settlod down to businosa. Thoy then want 
od to adjourn, but tho Premier, who had 
borne their foolishness patiently enough, 
was determined to koop them at work until 
their task wis done, which was not until 
nearly ono o'clock in tho afternoon of Satur- 
day. 

Tho Timos, wo Geo, lays tho whole blame 
of tho unploaaantnea? on the Government. 
This was to be expected, it has taken 
groat liberties with tho truth, but it surely 
cannot cxpoot its misstatements to bo bo- 
licved. It was patent to ovoryono that tho 
Government waa most desirous that tho 
work of tho House should be procooded 
with, with all possible despatch. As long 
as tho Opposition kept at all noar tho 
bounds of moderation they wero not intor- 
ferod with, and if they had carried on tho 
debate according to tho rules of legitimate 
discussion tho Chairman would not have 
thought of restricting them in any 
way. It waa only when it was ovidont that 
tho Opposition wore determined that no 
businosa should bo done that ho interfered 
with their obstructionist tactics, and then 
only by insisting upon order being observed. 
Tho time has come when, in dealing with 
obstructive politicians in deliberative bodiea, 
forbsaranoo has ceased to bo regardod 
as a virtuo. It is both foolish und 
weak to deal too tondorly with mon who 
abuso the privilege of debato to prevent tho 
business of tho country being dono. Tho 
Opposition in tho Logialativo Assembly of 
this. Provinco wore on Friday night und 
Saturday morning taught a lesson that, if 
thoy aro not incorrigible, will do them much 
good. Thoy undertook a contract that was 
much too heavy for them, und it ia worso 
than folly for them to blamo tho Govern- 
ment becauto they failed. Tho fault from 
fust to last waa all their own. 



IN A STATE OF UNCERTAINTY. 

' 

The attitude of the Opposition papers cm 
the redistribution bill ia a most peouliar 
and perplexing one. As the leaders have 
not yot had an opportunity of deolaring 
themselves in the House, tho preaa giving 
them ita support ia floundering aboub in a 
pitiful fashion. Tho Mainland portion is 
somewhat tied by ita allianco with the 
Island portion, and porforoo must bo judi- 
cioua in ita utterances to as not to give the 
latter offence, and vice versa. Tho 
"strained relations" which existed a short 
time ago have been patched up in ordor that 
Mr. Beaven'a aervicos may bo rotained, and 
therefore the local prejudices which might 
and otherwiao would bo stirred up cannot 
bo appealed to for fear of unploaannt conse- 
quences. It would not do to givo tho 
measure oven taoit recognition of approval, 
and aa the proposed logialation does not 
admit of attack on tho linos anticipated, tho 
opposition to it is of a most stilted character, 
Tho Opposition members havo " caucused ' 
it thoroughly, but a definite decision as to 
how it should bo handlod haa not boon ar 
rived at, eo no cuo haa boen given to tho 
faithful. It ia an open secrot that somo of 
tho members of tho Opposition aro in favor 
of going in for unqualified support an tho 
only meana of finding favor in tho oyea of 
tho electorate, and as tho only consistent 
oourso to pursue. Mr. Brown, on tho other 
bund, wants tho Opposition to simulato a 
tremendous amount of indignation, and try 
and make tho country boliovo it is uu infa- 
mous measure, calculated to destroy tho 
liberties of a free and enlightonod people, 
to bo resisted, oven at tho point of Win- 
chesters. Mr. Cotton thinks the bottor way 
to treat it is as if it wore of no particular im- 
portance, to bo taken as a matter of 
course, something which it would be unwiso 
to magnify in tho eyes of tho pooplo by 
serious discuBsion, Mr. Beaven, true to 
himself, will ovade the broad principles of 
tho bill, and surround tho details with an 
endless amount of technical objection and 
potty sophistry by which to obscure the 
main issues. However, as Messrs. Cotton 
and Beaven are now generally regarded by 
thoir followers as, pnliticaliy Bpoaking, 
" doad ducks," and Mr. Brown as tho only 
arailablo "coming man," Brown methods 
with tho Beaven arts dovetailed aro likoly 
to prevail. The bill itself ia pruotically 
unaaeailablo. It ia Provincial in ita charac- 
ter, logical, completo and fair. To concede 
ita merits would bo to acknowledge a 
triumph for tho Government. Tho only 
hopo left is, if poBaiblo, to confuse the 
public mind. 

In the meantimo, tho Opposition presa ia 
moat amuaing in its attitude. Tho Timca 
profosses to Bee evidences of gerrymander, 
but is careful not to givo particularo. It 
allogoa that tho principle of registration ia 
objectionable, but wisely refrains from stat- 
ing what principles ahould govorn. Tho 
Nowa-Advertisor, in ita labored way, re 
fleets the course Mr. Cotton would like to 
pursuo, but leaves no distinct impression of 
just what he means, a proceaa of verbose 
circumlocution, inwhioh that gentleman has 
become an adept. Tho Columbian, Mr 
Brown's organ — wo might aptly refer to it 
as his pocket pistol — fires promiscuous vol- 
leys, sputtoring and blazing away indiscrim- 
inately, us is its wont. Accurately described, 
it is a journaliatic metamorphoaia of Parlia- 
mentary Browniam, Any one familiar with 
either stylo of weapon can fairly meusuro 
the calibro of tho other. No one pays very 
much attention to tho popping of the little 
SVeatminster Winchester, but aa it sees 
an alarming de^reo of sectionalism in tho 
proposod rediatribution, wo may fairly an 
ticipato Mr. Brown'a lino of attuok. To 
judgo by ita utterances and sundry hinta 
from that gentleman himaolf, ho ia going to 
make tho new riding of Comox, which ex- 
tends to and takes in a portion of tho Main- 
land coast, tho main point of attack. When 
we considor that tho Opposition has in and 
out of season accusod tho Government of 
perpetuating tho idea of " Island and Main 
land," this principle of tho bill will be 
better understood. It aims at forover oblit- 
erating auoh a distinction, and tho point in 
question ia the only ono whoro that could 
bo rendered poBsiblo. All that is necessary 
to do, in order to readily comprehend this 
statement, is to look at a map of tho new 
ridings. But Mr. Brown will make an 
effort to convince tho pooplo of tho Mainland 
that tho Government is stoaliug a slice 
of the continent to givo to tho Island, 
Rouders of history will remember that a 
similar political expedient was resorted to 
in England in cdor to play on tho pre- 
judices of the people. In the olection cam- 
paign succeeding tho introduction of tho 
Grogorian systom, by which eleven recorded 
days wore dropped out of tho world's oalen 
dar, to correct its reckoning, in somo parts 
of the country banners, upon which were 
iuEcribed " Give Us Back Our Eleven 
Days," wero borne aloft in political procea 
sions. The Brown candidates of those days, 
as an eleotion dodge, wi6hod to mako the 
elootors believe that they hud lost eleven 
di^ya out of their lives, and that tho Gov- 
ernment of the day waa responsible for it. 
So far aa our reading goes, there has novor 
boenanoxact parallel in politicalannalssince, 
and it remains for tho redoubtablo Brown 
of British Columbia to institute it on tho 
preBent occasion. It is not known that he 
has provailed on the Opposition " caucus " 
by groat persuasion and lung power to sot 
up a caso that tho Government is guilty of 
attempting to purloin a piece of Mainland 
torritory, and tho mombor for Comox of ro 
ceiving stolon goods, knowing them to be 
stolen, but undoubtedly it has not been for 
lack of effort. Howovcr, wo undorstond, 
that will bo his personal plea. 

In discussing this mutter wo had almost 
forgotten tho position taken by our Na- 
naimo ovoning contemporary, which, with 
local opposition, haa developed a feeble 
political Bentimont. It contends that, taking 
tho number of voters as a basis of reckon- 



ing, the cities aro not given a proportionate, 
representation with the rural conatituencies, 
whioh, according to the Free Preaa, will 
be over reprosonted. This, of course, doea 
nob require a moment's conaidorution. If 
tho cities, which contain over half of the 
white population of the Province, were 
given proportionate ropreaontation, they 
would quite overshadow tho rest of British 
Columbia. Aa it ia, they get nine out of 
thirty-threo members, which, considering 
the area and importanco and diversity of 
tho roaourcea of tho great country beyond 
their limits, must bo regarded aa omple re 
preaontation. In Canada, Great Britain 
and elsewhere urban and rural populationa 
are classed as ontiroly distinct, and nowhere 
do they receive an equal apportionment of 
mombors, and thoro iB no rcaBon for apply 
ing a difforont principle in Britiah Colum 
bla, In faot, in this Proviuco tho theory of 
absolute roproaentation by population, for 
obvious roaBona, haa leaa force than in 
almost any other country to whioh rofor 
onoo could bo mado. 



it ia both vexed and bewildered at the 
results Bhown by Mr. Grant. The revenue 
has grown and the country haa prospered 
during a time in whioh the financial and 
political oraole of ita party waa predioting 
that it was going at a rapid rate to the 
doga.

EDUCATIONAL. 



THIS POLICY OF DECEPTION. 

Mr. Keith introduced a bill to amend tho 
Coal Minoa Regulation Act which ho ought 
to havo known, and which ho probably did 
know, was unconstitutional. When the 
compotency of tho Provincial Assembly to 
deal with tho measure waa callod in quea 
tion, tho Spoakcr ruled it out of order for 
tho following reasons : 

" First, bocauao it aims to impoco indiroc 
taxation contrary to tho provisions of tho 
Britiah North America Act ; and, second 
became it has boon decided by the Supreme 
Court of tho Province that tho powor 
to imposo unequal taxation doea 
not roaido with tho Provincial 
Legislature" It might be Bupposed 
that in tho opinion of any reasonable por- 
son theso two reasons would be considered 
amply sullicient to prevont tho Houbo en- 
tcrtuining Mr. Keith's measure. 

It would bo tho merest folly and an inex- 
cusable waste of tho timo of the Legislature 
to enact a law which would be in contra- 
vention of tho terms of tho British North 
America Act, uud ugainst the prinoiplo of 
whioh tho Supreme Court of tho Province 
had already decided. Tho Logialativo As- 
sembly would demonstrate cither its ignor- 
ance or its insincerity if it spent its timo in 
making laws which could not possibly bo of 
any forco or effect after they were mado, 
and which, in fact, would bo nothing better 
than waste paper. 

The mon who would go through tho form 
of enacting laws that aro unconstitutional, 
for tho solo purposo of leading somo of tho 
electors to beliovo that thoy are their frienda 
and aro filled with a burning desire to 
advance their interests, are, not to put too 
fino a point on it, nothing better than cheata 
and hypocrites. They try to delude tho 
people into beliovinir that they aro en- 
deavoring to do something for them, when 
they, at tho anmo time, know that no cIusb 
of tho community can possibly be benefited 
by tho measure whioh they, with such a show 
of zeal and eurncatneaB, profess to bo de- 
sirous of passing. It ia evident that tho 
new8papor which docs ita beat to help the 
humbugging legislators in tho work of 
deception ia quite us groat a fraud as tho 
legislators themselves. 

Tho Loader of tho Opposition, in his 
solemn and phariaaical manner, declares 
that the Speaker has no right to declare out 
of order a meaauro which ho knows ia un- 
constitutional, and tho Times, without at- 
tempting to provo that tho Speaker's 
decision is not sound, tries hard to create 
tho impression that it waa procured through 
unduo influeiieo oxorciaod by tho Leader of 
tho Government. Our contemporary knowa 
better than to dcclaro that Mr. Keith's 
measure is constitutional, and that if it be- 
came law it could be enforcod. It is quite 
evident that it knows that the Speaker 
ia porfeotly right, for it ia not tho 
first timo that he, fortified by decisions of 
the most learned judges in the land, has 
pronounced on tho constitutionality of meas- 
ures boforo tho Legislative Assembly, und 
his decisions still stand unquestioned. But 
tho Timoa, in order to keep tho loader of its 
pirty in countenance and to throw odium 
upon the mon who will not stultify them- 
selves and bring tho Legislature to which 
they belong into contempt by voting for 
what is really a bogus measure, condemns 
the Speaker for giving a sound ruling, uud 
threatens tho members who may support 
him with the displeaauro of the doctors. 
And this it does without even saying, much 
less showing, that tho Speaker ia in error. 
For anything shown to tho contrary in tho 
Timoa tho Spoakor io porfeotly right, and tho 
men who uphold him in giving a ruling accord 
ing to tho constitution and tho practice of 
Parliament aro doing their duty. But tho 
Times evidently doea not care a button about 
the right or tho wrong of tho question. 
Ita solo object is to injuro tho supporters of 
the Government in tho estimation of 
readers, oven if they aro right. Wu do not 
think that wo aro too sanguine or havo 
formed too high an opinion of tho intelli- 
gence of the olootora when wo express our 
conviction that tho impudently deceptive 
eourao purauod by tho Opposition ond its 
organ in this mutter will not bo successful. 
They will forma juat estimate of the mon 
who, for the more purposo of gaining the 
good opinion of somo of tho olectors, uphold 
a measure which they know will not bo of 
tho slightest benefit to any interest in the 
Proviuco or to any class of ita population.

ENLIGHTENED HA1IID. 

Tribute to tlio Present Sultnn and to the 
Progress of Turkey. 

New York, Feb. 2-1. — Washington's 
birthday was mado tho occasion of a double 
celebration by tho subjects in New York of 
Hib Imperial Majesty, the Sultan of Turkoy, 
for it waa also the birthday of their sov- 
ereign. This evening they hold a reception 
in tho offices of tho Arabic paper published 
here. This was tho first of its kind ever 
held in this country, and there wero prosent 
representatives of most of tho Oriental coun- 
tries, many of whom had coma to this coun- 
try to attend tho World's Fair and many of 
whom are residents Tho reception waa dis- 
tinctly oriental in oharaotor. Among tho 
speakers who addressed tho audienco was 
Professor Josoph Arbeely, president of tho 
Greek patriotio college of Beyrout, Syria. 

In his eulogistic speoch about tho life and 
works of Abdul Hamid, ho said that never 
was the Turkish Empire moro prosperoua 
than during tho preaent reign. Thousands 
of miles of railroads havo been established 
throughout tho country and innumer- 
able schools and publio institutions 
have been endowed with means from 
,tho privy pu-se of His Majesty. 
Tho speaker, touching upon tho intrigues 
of the enemies of tho Turkish empire, 
added that all the Turkish subjects, regard- 
less of creed or race, look upon thu present 
oultan as a compiasionato father, ever ready 
to improve the condition of his people, and 
if Kuropean powers would leave Turkey 
and her citizens alone, perfect contentment 
and harmony wovld prevail between her 
rulors and their subjects. 

DISLIKES THE COMPANY- 

A Murderer Who Objects to lie Hanged on 
the Same Scaffold With Prendergast. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 24. — Procdergaat, who was 
to-day sentenced to bo hanged March 2.3 for 
tho murder of Mayor Harrison, grow surlier 
as the day advancod aftor receiving his 
sentence. When a reportor called at the 
jail to-night and asked the assassin if he had 
anything to say regarding his sentence, he 
cried out : " No, not to reporters. I don't 
want to see reporters nor to talk to them. 
Tho press has no interest in ma further than 
to get news out of me. Tho nowspapers of 
Chicago aro against mo. No man is 
safo from vililication, abuse and poison- 
ous attack. I hr.vo nothing to say 
to tho press. It has plenty, to 
say ubout me." Thomas Higgins, also 
sentenced to bo hanged on March 2.'! with 
Prendergast, was disgusted when ho learned 
the news. " I havo a notion to commit 
suicide," said tho murdorcr and burglar. 
" When it comes my turn to ihuffla off, I 
want Irish hemp and a green shroud, but I 
draw the line on being compelled to pass out 
with Prendergast. Somohow I can't appre- 
ciate that fellow's greatnesB. Perhaps I am 
obtuflo. Any way, if I *m allowed my voice 
in the matter, I shall not lino upon the 
scadold with tho man who killod Carter 
Harrison." 



WHOLESALE COKliUPTION. 

Tho Jrembors of tho Whlteway Government 
In Newfoundland Alleged to Have 
Been Elected by Fraud. 

St. Johns, N.F., Fob. 24.— The cases 
against the members of tho Whitoway gov- 
ernment, alleging that they aecured their 
election through bribory and corrupt prac- 
tices, aro beforo tho Supremo court of New- 
foundland. H, J. B. Woods, tho eurvoyor- 
gonoral, is boing tried. Tho Colonial Secre- 
tary, R. Bond, Woods' executive colleaguo, 
refttsod to submit tho official books and 
documents to tho inspector of tho court, or 
ovon let them he used as ovidence. Justico 
Winter characterized his conduct aa gross 
and outragoous contompt of court, and 
isauod an order for Bond'a imprisonment, if 
tho books wore not presonted within an 
hour. Woods ia likely to bo unseated.

Tho following papor on firo insurance 
rates and the beneficial results of paid fire 
departments was road by Chief Deasy, of 
Victoria, at tho recent convention held in 
San Franoisco, and as it contains a deal of 
information and valuablo suggestions tho 
principles sot forth wero adopted by the 
convention. 

" Tho topio assignod to mo, viz : ' The 
importanoo of insuianoo companies discrim- 
inating in favor of lower rates of insurance 
in all cities (largo or small) having paid fire 
departments,' ia a Bubject of great interest 
alike to tho insuranco companies and inhab- 
itants of tho Pacific coaat. Wooden struc- 
tures prevail in all oitieaof our juriadiction, 
and without proper protection destructive 
fires occur. During tho days of our good 
old volunteer firo departments city after 
city, and town after town, disappeared 
in smoke. Seattle, tho queen city 
on Pugot Sound, vanished in a day, 
Vancouver, tho phonomonal city of British 
Columbia, was wiped off tho face of tho 
earth in a fow hours ; Spokane, Ellcnsburg, 
Kamloopa and numorous other placea woro 
awopt out of oxistonco in spite of tho efforts 
of volunteer lire departments. Like magic 
cities sprang into life again in a short timo, 
to roplaco tho burned districts, and a new 
order of thing*]|was inaugurated. Trainod 
men, with modern uppliancos, took tho 
places of volunteer firemen with old fash- 
ioned apparatus. Electric firo alarms wero 
substituted for cracked towor bells, Horses 
and swinging harness were installed to aid 
iu saving time, tho great object whenever 
firo is in progress. It is almost unnecessary 
to say the chango resulted in a comploto 
triumph for tho paid firo department, and 
offordod better security to tho lives and 
property of tho citizens. Tho loss by fire 
decreased wherever a paid firo department 
existed. In proof of tho last statomont I 
quote from tho records of tho city I have 
tho honor to represent. During 18S0, 
under tho volunteer system, tho loss 
by firo in Victoria, British Columbia, 
amounted to 8120,000, During 1887, under 
the paid system, the loss was reduced to 
$42,000, a saving of $S4,000. From 1887 to 
1S94 tho averago yearly loss amounted to 
$17,000. 

"Wnerevor a healthy, well-p kid fire depart- 
ment exists, the city is hopeful and insur- 
ance companies do a good business. It is 
tho samo with communities as with indi- 
viduals. A man is culpably negligent if ho 
neglect to provido his family with food and 
lay aside a sum in caBO of distress. 
A city is moro than careless that 
fails to furnish adtquato protection 
against firo and cannot sec tho advantago of 
providing against disaster by insuring per- 
ishablo property. If experience shows haz- 
ards in cities with volunteer firo depart- 
ments to be very great, ao great that they 
are at all timca liable to tho darjger of a 
conflagration, it also provea that rates 
should bo reduced in cities with well discip- 
lined and piid firemen. In whatever man- 
ner volunteer firo departments may be re- 
gulated or equipped, thoy must alwaya bo 
inferior to paid departments. Firemen who 
are drilled once a week, or once a month, 
can nover be bj expert as those who are 
drilled overy day. The mon who are bound 
to obey their oflicora onoo a week or once a 
month, and who at all other times aro 
at liberty to manago their own 
nflUirs, their own way, without 
bting in any respect accountable, 
can nover have tho oamo disposition to obey 
as those whoso wholo timo and conduct aro 
continually directed. Rogularity, order 
and obedience are qualities of material im- 
portance in fire departments. What tho 
volunteer firemen may bo in private lifo is 
outside the question. Frequent fires auffi- 
ciontly demonstrate the manifest superiority 
of tho trained firemen and prove lack of 
discipline in all citica under the volunteer 
system. Many persons argue that small 
cities and towns cannot afiord the expense 
connected with a paid firo department. A 
city must indeed bo in very straitened 
circumstances, and cannot bo alive 
to iis interests when uaing Buch 
an argument. New Westminster, a city 
in this jurisdiction, with leBS than 8,000 in- 
habitants, haa a paid department consisting 
of ten mea. Daring "Clio last year of tho vol- 
unteer department tho loaa by firo in Now 
Westminator amounted to over $100,000. 
In 1893, with ten full paid firemen, the Iobb 
by firo waa $25,000. vVith rsgard to rates 
ot insuranco on tho American side I know 
very little. In British Columbia insurance 
companies aro alivo to the importance of 
paid firo departments. Rutea in Victoria 
are very low despite tho fact that tho thirty- 
three companies doiDg business aro taxed 
$300 annually. Cortrinly tho insured pays 
this tax, indirectly, and still our city cannot 
complain at the rates charged. It is a well 
understood fact that insuranco is not phil- 
anthropy, and without insuranco commer- 
cial enterprise would bo crippled. Tho 
question uppermost is not " What shall wo 
insure?" but " How much is it worth to 
carry tho risk V" Kites aro based on tho 
laws of average, taking tho sum total of 
losses occurring within a certain term of 
years. It would bo manifestly unfair for a 
good, well-protected city to pay losaes 
occasioned by fires in poorly equipped 
cities, Locking the stablo door after the 
atced ia stolen ia liko unto organizing a paid 
firo department after a city burnB to tho 
ground. Even in this progressive city no 
blamo can bo attached to the insuranco 
companio8 if rates are high. The firo de- 
partment is behind tho times, notwithstand- 
ing overy effort on tho p »rt of Chief Sullivan 
to open tho oyes of citizens to tho necessity 
of a full paid ayatem. People cannot realize 
that firo is bo inevitable a danger in a city 
of any magnitude They make no objection 
to increased ratca of insurance ; but object 
to inoreaaed taxation, impoBed for tho pur- 
pose of affording protection from losa by 
firo. 

" Among the reasons, therefore, why in- 
suranco companies should discriminate in 
favor of cities with p*id fire departments, 
aro tho following : Trained men with 
horses and overy applianco for fighting fire, 
aro at all times ready to answer tho elootria 
aUrm. Discipline is enforced, and fires are 
suppressed by mon who havo made this a 
profession. Approvod protection is afforded 
by tho construction of waterworks and tho 
purchase of modorn apparatus. Heads of 
firo departments ond municipal authorities 
aro constantly devising means for tho pre- 
vention and supproBBion of fires, lucondiar 
ism, tho bane of insuranco companies, and 
tho oauso of a majority of fireB, is 
usually frustrated by tho prompt work 
of tho paid firemon. All suggestions to in- 
oroaao tho offioionoy of firo departments re- 
ceive prompt consideration and, finally, tho 
loaa by fire, on the Paoifio Coast, is de- 



creasing wherever a paid fire department 
exists. Large cities remain aa' equalizers, 
and suffer to a great extent through the 
shortcomings of the authorities in small 
plaoeB. It can scarcely be laid at tho door 
of inauranco companies that rates are ex- 
orbitant in many of our cities. 
We assemble to exchargo ideas, 
and it ia of paramount importance to 
know the reason why rates on this coast are 
considered fair by insuranco men. Thoy 
contend that our two largest cities, San 
Franoisco and Portland, aro, undor tho oall 
syatom, insufficiently protected. Soattlo 
and Spokane have full paid firo dopart- 
menta ; but many years will paos away be- 
fore premiums will cover the losses sus- 
tained by insurance companies in tho two 
last mentioned cities. They argue that 
overy city firo department is stinted by 
those in charge of municipal affairs and 
point to our yearly reports as convinc- 
ing proof of their argument. Politics 
invado fire depastmonts causing dissension 
and changes, ofttimes detrimental to tho 
good government of the firomen. Firo in- 
suranco companies, they justly contend, ore 
organized to give security to tho wealth of 
privato individuals. By dividing among 
many that which would ruin an individual, 
insurance falls light and eaBy on tho whole 
Bocioty. The firo insurance companies em- 
ploy their oapital in a way whereby thoy 
receive tho groateat returns. Their plans and 
projects tend always to ronder tho annual 
rovenuo an great as possible, and competi- 
tion is a factor in keeping rates at a proper 
standard. Iosuranco agents are, aa a rulo, 
thorough business mon and realize tho im- 
portance of paid firo departments. Inspec- 
tors from the head offices aro oonBtantly 
visiting our firo halls, studying our mothods 
for extinguishing fireB, and if our citios are 
unprepared for an emorgonoy they realize it 
bettor than we can tell them. 

" Iu giving both sidoa of this question, I 
trust our city authorities will realize that 
well regulated, full paid firo departments 
will cause a reduction of ratoa of insurance. 
Tho losa by firo is increasing annually on 
tho Atlantic Coas-t. An ounce of prevention 
ia far better than a pound of ouro. 
Paid firo departments wero brought 
into existonco us a safeguard against 
disaster. Their efficiency haa been shown 
timo and again, and it now remains for our 
auporiora to prove whether, liko Nero, thoy 
will sit idly by and fiddle whilo our cities 
burn, or will reduco losses by placing iu our 
hands the wherewithal to provont and sup- 
press fire, thorcby reducing tho modern uah 
hoop, and as a natural result, lowering rateB 
of insuranco.

Tlio Lower Fraser Deputation Ask 
Government Aid for Bridge 
and Railway. 



Bequest for a Guarantee on Bonds 
and Interest at Four Per 
Cent. 



Tho following is tho full toxt of tho peti- 
tion presented to the Government, praying 
for aid toward the construction of tho Delta, 
Westminster & Eistern railway and the 
Fraser river bridge : 

"The Hon. Theodore Davie, Q.O., Attorney- 
General, Victoria. 

" Sir :— In again pressing upon your Gov- 
ernment the claims of tho Dolta, Westmin- 
ster & Eastern railway company, to aid in 
connection with tho proposed construction 
of a combined railway and traffic bridgo 
across the Fraser river, at the city of New 
Westminster, as pare of tho company's line 
of railway, subjeot to tho conditions that 
the traffic portion of tho bridge should bo 
freo, and that all railways desiring to use 
tho bridge should bo allowed to do so upon 
fair terms, to be settled, unless agreed upon 
by tho Lieutenant-Governor in Council, we 
aro glad to bo able to point out that our 
position has been materially strengthened 
since we first waited upon you in this matter. 

" Since then the Municipalities of Chilli- 
wack, Sumas, Matequi, Langley, Surrey, 
Delta and Burnaby, have forwardod to your 
Government through u->, resolutions passed 
unanimously by their respective councils, 
urging the favorable consideration of tho te- 
quest for aid made by us on the former 
occasion, and we are also supported by a 
resolution of the Council of tho city of Vic- 
toria, while a similar resolution, of which 
notico was given for the last meeting of the 
Council of the city of Vancouver, was with 
drawn only because of the absence of the 
Miyor of that city in Victoria at the time 
when the meeting took place, and of the 
presence of a quorum only of the aldermen. 

"But your kncwledgo of the situation of 
Vancouver, and the interview which tho 
Mayor of that city has had with you since 
our former interview,, will enable you to 
judge of the acouracy of the statements 
then made by us as to the feeling existing 
thore with reference to this question. 

" On behalf of thoao whom wo represent, 
or are entitled to speak for, or who aro in 
accord with ua on the Mainland, tho ques- 
tion of the construction and maintenance of 
a freo truffia bridgo across tho Fraser river 
at Now Westminster is of tho first and ut 
most importance, and thero can bo no doubt 
that any opposition to this company which 
may exist anywhere is confined to the com 
biuation of railivuy with traffic purposes in 
this undertaking, and this for local reasons 
only. 

" A journey recently made through tho 
district of Westminster by some members 
of our deputation coafirms our belief that 
whilo tho claims of tho company to aid from 
the government in tho existing circum 
stances is recognised and supported by a 
great majority of tho residents of tho lower 
Mainland of tho Province generally, the 
feeling is practically unanimous thore that 
tho erection and maintenance of a traffic 
bridge by the government as a Provincial 
work is no more than they are entitled to, 
and is at the present time most urgently re- 
quired in tho interests of tho people of the 
lower Mainland generally. 

" Whilo this is so, tho making of this 
bridgo a part of the line of some railway 
company not only has tho advantage 
of securing the operation and main- 
tenance of this bridgo without any ex- 
penso to the government, but seems to 
the parties concerned also to enable" the 
Givernmeut to afford to the company aid to 
which it would appear to havo streng 
claims, not merely in respect of its lino of 
railway alone, but also, and chif fly, because 
of the purposes intended to bo served by the 
company's undertaking as a whole. 

" Wo desire to state briefly what aro the 
claims which we beliove entitle our request 
to the favorablo consideration of the Gov- 
ernment. 

" Referring first to tho grounds common 
to all railway companies in this regard, the 
comparative cheapness of that portion of 
the railway (less than twenty miles) form- 
ing the first section to be built, because of 
length and cost of construction as compared 
with tho lines of railway alroady guaranteed 
by tho Government, and tho fact that the 
proposed railway would supply an existing 
.local want, instead of, as in the other oases, 
being designed to creato a traffic, seem to 
entitle this company to at least tho same 
measure of aid as that given to the other 
companies. 

" Then no guarantee has been given to 
any railway upon tho lower Mainland, 
although railways in tho upper country and 
on the Island have been thus assisted, whilo 
it is only on the lower Mainland of all 
places within the Province that a railway 
has been built without any Government aid 
whatever, the city of Now Westminster 
haviug secured the construction and oper- 
ation of the branch of tho Groat Northern 
built from tho proposed site of this bridge 
to the boundary lino. 

" But it is conceived that this company 
has much atronger claims upon the Govern- 
ment for aid, and that to a greater extent, 
than any other company which has been 
aided: (1) Because of the securing of speedy 
commuuication between the Island and tho 
Mainland. The Government buildings in 
courso of construction wero recognised as 
necessary to permanently secure tho existing 
relations of Victoria and tho Island 
to tho other part of tho Province, and pro- 
vent agitation which can only, or may at 
least probably, from one point of view, re- 
sult in the dismemberment of tho Province. 
Tho present undertaking, by practically an- 
choring tho Island comparatively close to 
tho Mainland, will, it is perhaps not too 
much to say, have at least an equal effect in 
tho desired direction by making each placo 
easy of access from tho other, thus removing 
the sectional feeling which has done so much 
in its results to stir up ditcord in tho Pro- 
vinci', and materially injuro it abroad; ('J) : 
B oausoos regards tiio traffic portion of tho 
bridge, it is really a work of a Provincial 
charncter. There is no traffic bridge over 
tho Fraser river on tho lower Mainland, and 
tho absenco of roads and bridges 
ou tho north sido of tho river 
leaves tho trunk and other roads 
on the south sido the only available highway 
to the coast, only needing tho bridgo to bo 
completo j (3 ) Tho proposed undertaking 
would provide- for the maintenance of the 
bridge, excepting only tho planking for tho 
traffic portions, which would bo kept in re- 
pair by tho municipalities interested ; (4). 
The Government is already committed to a 
guarantee In respect of tho Sidooy branch, 
which entails un expenditure of £0,000 a 
year, without any definite prospect of 
oeosing, unlrsa by tho construction of the 
lino to Now Westminster ; (5 ) Tho Govern- 
ment has a'so granted $15,000 a your t'j New 
Westminster for sovon yoara in aid of tho 
bridge, which sum would bo no longer ne- 
cessary if tho aid requested bo given. 

" IS is confidently anticipated, and wo 
thir-k that in view of tho nature of tho pre 



posed undertaking of the company, in the 
existing circumstances, it o*n easily bo Been 
that thero is good reason to expoot that the 
compiny would bo able to pay a fair divi- 
dend from the completion of the first section 
of its railway and the bridgo, and to believe 
that nothing but tho present extraordinary 
financial deproesion could make it necessary 
to aak for a guarantee by the Government of 
the company's bondB, which in good times 
might bo expected to bo salable without it, 
though of c turso nob upon equ illy favorablo 
terms. But tho proposed undertaking also 
differs from all the others mentioned by 
affording in itself substantial seourity against 
loss by reason of tho proposod guarantee 
altogothor apart from the trJiuury revenues 
of tho company. 

" Firstly, by tolls upon railways using tho 
bridgo. Sinco our last interview Mr. Hill, 
president of the Groat Northern railway 
company, has telegraphed to the Mayor of 
New Westminstor that his company would 
not only uso the bridge but would oxohango 
traffic with this company. Secondly, if 
necessary the Government could impose 
tolls upon tho truffio over the bridgo. The 
operation of tho ferry by tho city of New 
Westminstor enables us to say that ten 
thousand dollars is a fair estimate of revenue 
which could bo derived from this sourco, 
and this would naturally steadily increase 
each year. 

" Tho extremo limit for the amount to bo 
guaranteed aa asked is $750,000, interest 
upon which, at four por cent, per annum, is 
§30,000 ; which, fur tho next Bovon yoars, 
would certainly bo coverod, if tho necossity 
ahould arise, by the yearly paymont alroady 
gr-uittd of SIC 000, and tho railway and 
trillij tollH, apart from any ordinary revenue 
from tho railway, and at the end of that 
time tho ordinaiy revenue, combined with 
thu tolia upon truffle, if n.o^asary, may be 
c mil ed upon as mfficient to protoct tho 
Government u^ iiust luss 

'• If any doubt upon this point should ex- 
ist, wo earnestly press upon tlie Government 
that in view of the comparatively small 
amouut ri quired to be guaranteed as againBt 
the amounts guaranteed for the other rail- 
ways referred tc, and tho moro favorablo 
conditions uijdcr ,vhich this company under- 
takes its wnrka, tho people of the lower 
Mainland weu.a not be unduly favored by 
affording them similar aid to that given else- 
whero, and that for the reasons suggested, 
this company is believed to be entitled to 
moro aid than could justly bo expected by 
it apart from tho consideration of tho gen- 
eral and Provincial, as well as special 
grounds whioh wo have mentioned. 

" Although tho undertaking in its present 
form has only recently been brought to the 
attention of the Government, tho different 
portions of it, and tho purposes which will 
bo achieved by it, have been prominently 
before tho House and tho country for 
years. The securing of m ire speedy 
communication between the Island and 
the Mainland has been freely and 
publicly discussed, and has been tho object, 
or one of the objects of undertakings for 
which some aharters have been obtained, 
and more havo been attempted ; and tho ne- 
cessity for providing for the crossing of tho 
Fraser by means at first of tho existing 
ferry, which has proved inadequate, and 
then by a bridge under the proposed agree- 
ment with another company, under the act 
of last session, was of course forcibly urged 
upon the Government and tho House. 

" We would, therefore, moat oarneatly 
urgo upon your Government that an under- 
taking recommended to favorablo considera- 
tion as this is, having for its objects results 
bo much to bo desired from a provincial as 
well us a local standpoint, being supported 
by so many special claims, and iu tho 
peculiar existing circumstunces to well 
secured against loss under any guarantee,

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Fourth Session of the Sixth Parliament. 

TWENTY-THIRD DAY— CONTINUED. 

Saturday, Feb. 24, 1891. 

When tho Colonist wont to press at 2 a. 
m. the Bitting which commenced at 2 
o'clock Friday afternoon was still ia pro- 
gress, tho houso boing in committoo of sup- 
ply, with Mr. Hall temporarily in tho 
chair. Tho vote under discussion was the 
item of $4,000 for the salary of a minister of 
education and immigration. This had been 
moved at 9:15, and had been mado tho occa- 
sion of a widely diBoursivo addroas from the 
opposition, with tho evident object of de- 
laying tho proceedings. 

About an hour was taken up in connec- 
tion with an attempt on tho part of Mr. 
Kitchen to read, with running comment.the 
four-column speech delivered by tho Minis- 
tor of Education bofore tho teachers' insti- 
tute at Vancouvor, tho protests of the 
chairman against this irrelevant matter giv- 
ing rise to a contention on tho point of 
order, in which Mr. Kitchen and Mr. Cot- 
ton persistently disputed tho chairman's 
ruling, whioh dually prevailed and Mr. 
Kitchen sat down, Then at 2 o'clock Mr. 
Forster commoncod an equally irrelevant 
disquisition on tho general subject of educa- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr Davie asked tho chairman to 
rule on the question whether or not such a 
discussion, with tho ovident object of block- 
ing tho proceedings, was in order. 

Hon. Mil. BEAVEN commenced an address 
on the conduct of tho government, whioh ho 
said had provoked the obstructive tactics. 

The Chairman said it was not in order 
for Hon. Mr. Beavon to proceed with this 
address until the point of order had beoD de- 
cided, and in turn called Mr. Beaven to or- 
der, requesting him to take Iub soat. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven denied tho right of tho 
chairman to order him to tako his seat. 

The Chairman theroupon announced that 
he would refer tho wholo matter to the 
Speaker, who, being sent for, took tho chair 
and received tho formal complaint from 
Mr. Hall that tho minority wero persist- 
ently obstructing tho business and that hia 
authority and orders had been ignored, 

The Speaker proceeded to consult May's 
Parliamentary Procedure upon tho point ; 
and sharply robuked Hon. Mr. Beaven and 
Mr. Sword, who wished to at onco arguo 
the matter, with tho remark, " I'll stand no 
nonsense ; I want that understood. I will 
give you May straight." 

Hon. Mr. Davie pointed out that there 
wero two mutters on which tho chairman of 
the committee desired a ruling, one being 
tho character of the discussion und tho other 
the refusal of tho leader of tho 
opposition to sit down while tho chairman, 
having called him to order, stated the point 
ho wiBhod to raise. He showed that the 
latter oircumstsnco was oloarly covered by 
the rules of order of the houso, which dis- 
tinctly state that when a member is called 
to order by tho Speaker— or by a member 
aot.ing for him— ho must take his seat while 
the point is being stated. 

Dr. Milne claimed that that matter was 
not submitted by tho chairman. 

Hon. Mr. Shaven declared that tho only 
point submitted to tho Speaker was tho na- 
ture of tho discussion, and that the mom- 
bers nf tho opposition were quite within 
their rights in refusing to allow a vote to 
pass in the absonce of information which 
the government would not give. 

The Speaker pointed out that there is a 
regular manner in which members of the 
house may obtain from tho government any 
information desired, and that there had been 
ample opportunity during the long debate 
on the budget to make application for any 
information required to enable them to ar- 
rive at o conclusion on tho matter. Ho read 
from May to show that wilful obstruction 
on the part of a minority, with no appar- 
ent object excopt to delay the proceedings, is 
no longer to be tolerated. Ho declared that 
if a member will not come to order 
when called upon to do so by tho 
chairman of tho committee of the wholo, ho 
is then in contempt of the house. The 
chairman's authority over tho committee is 
as great as that of the Speaker over the 
house ; and if a member will not come to 
order when ho is so directed the chairman 
may then proceed to act bb if nobody haa 
the floor— that ia, he may put the question. 
Otherwise, if in place of doing this tho chair- 
man again referred tho matter to him he 
would apply tho closure. 

Tne chair wub then resumed by Mr. Hall, 
who was formally instructed by tho Speaker 
as above. 

Mr Forster proceeded with his address, 
but soon again wandered from tho point, 
and at 2:30 a. m., being called to order, 
did not tako his Beat as dirocted. 

The Chairman thereupon rang tho bell 
for order, and called for tho ayes and nays. 

At this Hon. Mr. Beaven and Mr. Kitchen 
pprang up, each soying that he had the 
floor and intended to speak. 

The Chairman said he had rung tho boll 
before either of theso members roae, and 
having done so, he intended to tako tho 
vote. Ho then again callod for the ayes 
and nays on the item, and on tho result de- 
clared it carried. 

Mr Kitchen violently protested that he 
was on his foot when the bell rang, but if 
the chairman declared that no member waii 
on the II >or, then it was his amendment, 
to Btrik out tho vote, that had been carried. 

The Chairman— Order 1 Will you tako 
your sent ! 

Mr. Kitchen— No, I will not. I am not 
hero to be bluffed by you or by anyono elso ! 

The Chairman— Are you not going to 
keep order in this committeo ! I did not 
notice tho amendment on tho dosk, but I 
ought to have put it first. I will put it 
now. 

Mr. Kitchen (shouting) —You can't put 
mo down ! You can call tho sergcant-ut- 
arms if you like ! 

The Chairman— I will certainly have to 
call tho sergeant-ut-arms if you do not keep 
order. 

Dr Milne (excitedly)— You aro insult- 
ing every member of tho houso. 

The Chairman —Order 1 The quootion 
is this 

Mr Kitchen— Tho question is that I 
have tho Ihjor and I am not going to bo put 
down ! 

Dr Milne, in groat excitomont, declared 
that tho chairman had been tampered 
with — " that messages have been sent to 
this man whilo ho has been Bitting in that 
chair, and that is not according to tho rules 
of tho house ! " 

The Chairman— The question is this 

Mr. Kitchen (wildly) — You uro not 
going to put this question whilo I oan raise 
my voice against it I It waa my amend- 
ment that was carried ! 

Hon. Mr Vernon Baid it oppoared to 
him there was needless excitement about 
this matter. Ho did not think there was 
any deairo on tho part of tho chairman or 
anyono cluo to curtail tho rights of any per- 
son. As for tho amendment, in his opinion 
it was not properly before the oommittoo, 
the usual proceduro being to vote againBt tho 
iUm. He thought that tho dispute which 
had arisen was vory unfortunate, and that 
to avoid irritation tho committeo would bo 
glad to hear Mr. Kitohen now if ho would 



confine himsolf to the matter beforo the 
houso. 

The Chairman — What are you speaking 
to? 

Hon. Mr. Vernon— To a point of ordor. 

The Chairman— I think your point iB 
not in order. 

Messrs. Boaven, Cotton, Keith, MoKonzie 
and Kitohen simultaneously roae and all 
together procoedod to addroas tho now be- 
wildorod chairman. 

Mr. Cotton's voice prevailed, and he 
announced that his desiro was to raise the 
point of ordor that Mr. Kitohen was on tho 
floor when the chairman proceeded to put 
tho motion, and bad tho right to be hoard 
on it. 

Mr. Punch also tobo to a point of order, 
and that this might bo hoard the chairman 
requested Mr. Cotton to tako hia Boat. 

Mr. Cotton (in a highly theatrical man- 
nor)— I won't give up my tightB ! I have 
never seen such a thing sinco I have boen 
in this house I You can put mo in churgo 
of tho 8ergoant-at-nrma if you like ! 

The Chairman— Will you take your, 
seat ! 

Hon. Mr Beaven (to tho chairman) 
— You're a disgrace to tho houso. 

Hon. Mr Davie (to Hon. Mr. Beavon) — 
When you talk that way— a man of your 
experience— you ought to bo aBhamed of 
yourself ! 

Mr Cotton proceeded to declare that 
Mr, Kitchen had tho floor. 

Mr Kitchen demanded that tho commit- 
tee rise and ask tho Speaker to appoint an- 
other chairman, 

Mr. Martin, tho regular chairman of 
committee, here camo to tho rescue of Mr. 
Hull, who had taken ohargo temporarily at 
hia request, aud resuming tho chair at 2:-10 
proceedod to culm tho storm, after a prelim- 
inary challenge as to whothcr any member 
of the committeo evor had causo to complain 
of partiality on his part. 

Hon. Mr. Davie suggoBted that tho point 
raised as to whether tho amendment was in 
order should bo reforrod to tho Speaker. 

This boing agrood to tho Speaker waa call- 
ed to the chuir. 

Hon. Mr Davie quoted from Bourinot to 
show that tho proper proceduro ia simply to 
voto for or against a resolution in supply in 
place of moving* in amendmont that it bo 
struck out. 

The SPEAKER ruled that tho amendment 
was not out of order, though tho Bimpler 
proceduro is to voto directly upon tho item. 
He then yielded tho chair to Mr. Martin, 
with the remark, "You will observe that 
any unnecessary obstruction ia to bo firmly 
dealt with." 

The Chairman promptly put tho amend- 
ment, which ho declared lost, This wus at 
3 a.m. Ho then proceeded to put tho item 
to the committee. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said thia brought the 
committeo back to tho original proposition, 
whioh was whether or not they wore to have 
an explanation aa to tho necessity for this 
proposed vote for a Balary for a minister of 
education aud immigration. After speak- 
ing at somo length ho said ho waa willing to 
givo a voto if somo explanation wore mado. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said if ho thought it 
would expedite the business of tho commit- 
teo he would gladly repeat tho explanation 
which already to-night boen given fully 
by tho Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, namely, that cneio had been a press 
of business which had mado tho appoint- 
ment of an additional minister a necesoity, 
and that though sinco the lamented death 
of the late Premier there had been ono min- 
ister less than tho number authorized, the 
same necessity which hud boforo boon 
folt might again ariao through tho pres- 
sure of public business. He felt, however, 
that the hon. gentlemen opposite did not 
really want an explanation, that they 
merely wished to kill time, and if such 
proved to be tho caao ho had no doubt tho 
members on tho government sido could 
accommodate them. 

Mr. Kitchen maintained that tho com- 
mittee hud had no Butisfactory explanation 
of tho necessity for tho offiej. He pro- 
ceeded to read from tho pamphlet recontly 
published on " British Columbia and its 
resources," and to arguo that the infor- 
mation it contains is of no valuo for immi- 
gration purposes. 

Hon. Mr Davie, at 11:17, took tho point 
of order that tho merits or demerits of this 
pamphlet had nothing to do with tho item 
beforo tho committee. 

The Chairman admonished Mr. Kitchen 
to stick to tho question. 

Mr. Kitchen resumed his address, de- 
claring his inability to voto upon tho matter 
without satisfactory explanation. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said if the hon. gentle- 
man asked for an explanation which would 
bo eaticfactory to him, hia request could 
hardly bo complied with, as nothing ho (Mr. 
D*vie) could say would bo considered satis- 
factory by Mr. Kitohou. If tho rebult 
would be that the committeo could then 
voto yea or nay ho would be disposed to Bay 
something more, but if not, tho discussion 
might aa well go on without furthor ex- 
planation. 

Mr Kitchen talked somo more, and so 
did other members. 

Mr Sword, at 3:30 a.m., asked, for hia 
own information only, if it was tho intention 
of tho government to go on until tho wholo 
estimates were disposed of. If not, ho had 
nome remarks to make upon an interesting 
point which ho would willingly address to a 
less sleepy houso. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— You had hotter go on 
now. 

Mr Sword continued that his point was 
that the proposition under discussion was a 
reflection on the manner in which the Pro- 
vincial Secretary has performed tho duties 
of the otlices doalt with j but as ho thought 
that that gentleman had very elliciently dis- 
charged thoe-o dutieB, and therefore that it 
wus unnecessary to appoint another minister 
to take eome of tho work oil hia shoulders, 
ho would oppose tho resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, at 3:45, oponod an 
address on what ho doBignuted tho bull- 
dozing tactics of the Premier, but sat down 
whon Hon. Mr. Davio raisod a point of 
ordor. 

Mr. Cotton then took his turn, roitorat- 
ing tho demand for explanation. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said in viow of tho gross 
breach of tho privileges of tho houso which 
had taken placo that night ho did not pro- 
poaa now to givo further material for dis- 
cussion — to add fuel to tho fire ; and if thoro 
wna any information requlrod it should have 
been asked for during tho budget 
debato. If it was tho intention of 
tho opposition to continuo to obstruct tho 
businesB, and keop tho legislature in eoaalon 
until midsummer, it would bo well for them 
to stato so at oncp. As to tho remarks 
about bulldozing, thoy wero Bimply absurd, 
aa no majority in the legislature had over 
boforo treated tho minority so conalderatoly 
us tho majority in tho present houso had 
done. 

Mr. MoKbnzie mado a lengthy address, 
contending, amongst other things, that there 
iB no necessity for a minister of education 
holdlngan independent portfolio as proposed, 

Hon. Mr, Davie was making a gonoral 
addresa in reply, whon at 4:05 ho waa callod 
to order by tho chairman, Ho attempted to 
proceed but was again called to order, and 
sat down with tho remark that tho chair- 
man appearod a bit hard upon him. 
(Laughter.) 



The Chairman rang the bell and put the 
resolution. 

Measra. Beaven and Cotton then rose 
and claimed that they were on their feet 
before the bell rang. 

The Chairman Baid no member had the 
floor whon he rang the boll, and he would 
now put the question. He asked if Mb 
ruling was disputed. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven replied that it was not. 

The resolution, $4,000 for salary of a min- 
ister of education and immigration, waa put 
and declared carried at 4:15 a, in,, having 
been debated for nearly seven hours. 

On the appropriation for salaries in tho 
landa and workB department, Hon. Mr. 
Vernon explained that the difference in tho 
stall provided for is owiDg to one of tho 
clerks and one of tho draughtsmen having 
boen struck off, because sinco the land act 
had done away with tho salo of unsurvoyod 
lundB tho work of tho department had been 
so reduced that their services could bo dis- 
pensed with. Rospoeting tho Attorney- 
General's office, Hon. Mr, Divio explained 
that though the work thoro is rathor heavy 
for the staff it is thought poBfliblo to got 
along during the coming year with ono clerk 
Iobs, in tho intoroot of economy. He ex- 
plained that tho reduction in tho staff of tho 
land registry offico at Victoria, the vote for 
which was next taken up, is on account of a 
transfer of a portion of the work to Kam- 
loops. The votes for the registration of 
voters, iosano asylum, assay office, timber 
inspector, provincial museum, iuspeotor of 
animals, provincial homo, inspector of 
mines, and inspoctor of fruit peats wero 
agreed to. On tho voto of $1,500 for tho 
salary of the provincial librarian, Mr. 
Sonilin moved to reduce tho amount to 
J.'iOO, holding that there is no necessity for 
tho now oflicor oxcopt during tho session; 
and Hon. Mr. Beavon argued to tho sumo 
effect, contending that the province should 
first get a library and then a librarian. 
Hon. Mr. Davio pointed out that tho ro- 
verao process ia tho natural ono, and thut 
tho appointment of such an official had be- 
como an absolute necessity. Ho showed 
that every other provinco maintains a 
library for tho information of its legislature 
and government and publio officials goner- 
ally; and thut thero would bo no luck of 
work for tho librarian during tho recess, in 
getting tho books in tho library in order, 
collecting statistics, and in performing other 
duties naturally dovol/ing upon such an 
officer. Tho amendmont was put and 
defeated, and tho itom passed. Tho vote 
for temporary assistanco waB uIbo passed. 

At 5:3 1 Hon. Mr. Beaven suggested an 
adjournment, but thia waa not agreed to, 
unci tho comm ttoo proceeded to the consid- 
eration of tho appropriations for salaries in 
connection with theadministration of justico. 

At 5 55 Mr. Cotton raiBed a laugh at tho 
chairman's exponeo by ueaerting that that 
gentleman wub asleep, he having buried his 
face in his arms on the desk whilo tho 
wearisome discussion dragged on, 

Hon. Mr. Davie remarked that tho 
chairman had a right to be tired ; but just 
then chairman Martin sut up, wide awako. 

MB SemLIS proposed an adjournment, 
and tho chairman asked him to put his reso- 
lution in writing. 

The Chairman then put voto 28, supremo 
and county courts $22,320, and declured it 
carried. 

Hon. fiiii. Beaven protosted that he 
wished to speak on tho resolution (which 
had then boon under discuBsion for more 
than twenty minutes). 

The Chairman— Tho resolution is car- 
ried. You can got all the argument you 
want on tho next one. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven contended that ho was 
on hia feet whon tho motion waa put, and it 
waB not properly carried. 

The Chairman Buid thero appeared to bo 
a difference of opinion about this, and for 
his part he declared it carried, He did not 
think Hon. Mr, Beaven was on his feot and 
he certainly had not addressed the chair. 
Ho asked tho hon. gentleman to tako his 
seat. 

An altercation lasting moro that five 
minutes then took place, tho chairman pa- 
tiently expostulating with Hon. Mr. Boa- 
ven, who insisted that ho Bhould have bsen 
allowed to get in another word and was 
with great difficulty inducod to tuko his 
seat as directed. 

Mr. Sword thon argued that Mr. Semlin 
had mado a motion to adjourn, which be- 
ing before tho chair, tho othor resolution 
could not be regularly put or carried un- 
til the mattor of adjournment waa dis- 
poaod of. 

The Chairman proceeded to put tho 
next reBolution. 

Mr Kitchen roso in a atato of great ex- 
oitemenr, claiming that the previous reso- 
lution had not been rogularly passed. 

Hon. Mr. Davie took tho point of order 
that tho chairman was thoro to decide ua to 
tho facts, und thut when any diaputo uroso 
it Bhould be Bottled in tho regular way by 
u formal appeal from his decision. Ho was 
sorry to think that any member would 
bring such discredit upon tho houso as 
must arise from tho unacomly wrang- 
ling at this sitting. 

Hon. Mr Beaven said ho agreed that 
tho proceedings had been a disgrace to tho 
houso, and ho threatened that if this 
thing went on ho would havo a public ex- 
posure. Tho committee had been trying to 
transact business with tho chairman fust 
uslocp. 

The Chairman— That is not right. I 
was not fast asleep. Tho hon. gentleman 
may havo thought I was, but 1 knew per- 
fectly well what was going- on. 

Mr Sword asked that the point aa to 
whether or not the rosolution had been car- 
ried ho roforred to tho Speaker, seeing that 
it wus claimed that a motion to adjourn was 
beforo tho chair ; aud that a momber was 
on tho Moor proparod to spoak. 

The Speaker boing sent for took the 
chair at 0:23 and had tho matter stated to 
him. Members on tho opposition side as- 
sorted that both Messrs. Beaven and Sword 
had risen boforo tho motion was put. Hon. 
M r. Turner decla red th at Hon. Mr. J3ea von roso 
just after tho resolution was declared car- 
riod ; he had not noticed Mr. Sword at all. 
Hon. Col. Baker stated thut Mr. Sword had 
boen standing againBt tho wall bo much that 
it would not bo surprising if the chairman 
did not notico him if ho had moved up to 
his Boat. Mr. Martin (the chairman) do- 
clared thut ho waa looking in Hon. Mr. 
Beaven'a direction whon he put tho motion, 
and to his belief noithor that gentleman nor 
Mr. Sword had risen. 

[The Speaker stated that the rules pro- 
vide that in such cases tho houso and not 
the Speaker shall decide, and ho put tho 
quostion " Shall tho chair bo sustuinod 1 " 
whioh was paBaod in tha affirmative, at 0:30. 
Mr. Martin then resumed tho chair. 

Tho romaining votes for administration of 
justico salarica wore udoptod after briof 
discussioua, and at 7:30 Hon. Mr. Beaven 
suggested an adjournment for breakfast. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said tho committeo 
having eat so long might as woll continue. 

Mr. Kitchen advised Mr. Beavon to go 
homo if ho wanted to. " I will hold the 
fort as long as you like," ho heroically ox- 
olaimod, amidst unBympathotio laughter 
from tho govommont benches. 

The appropriations for legislation wero 
adoptod, and at 7:45 Hon, Mr. Beavon 
moved that the committee rise and report 
progress.

Hon, Mr, Beaven— Oh, you can call ordor 
until you aro black in the fuca 1 

With this parting salutation tho leader of 
the opposition mado his exit at 7:50. 

In the next 40 minutes 114 votes wero put 
through. Thon, at 8:30, a discussion on tho 
roud appropriation of $8,000 for Cowiohan 
district was raised by Mr. ForBter, who 
movod to reduce it to $4,000. The amend- 
ment wub lost and the original voto carried, 
after Hon. Mr. Turner had called attention 
to tho fact tbut Mr. Forster waa tho firat 
man who had over moved to roduce a road 
appropriation. 

At 9:40 a. m. Hon. Mr. Beavon returned, 
to find that during hia absence of loss than 
two hours 154 votes had been passed. Ho 
lost no timo in commencing operations, ris- 
ing to object to voto 211, $8,000 for miscel- 
laneous udvortising. His remarks drew 
from Hon. Mr. Davio tho explanation that 
on account of tho general elections tho 
amount to bo oxpendod during tho coming 
year will necessarily bo largo. Ho stated 
that tho Bum apont for advertieing during 
tho past year had been coneiderably less 
than (luring a single your of Mr. Beaven'a 
regimo. 

Tho chair by this timo had been surrend- 
ered by Mr. Martin to Mr. Booth. 

Mr. Beaven was next heard from on vote 
217, $500 for law books, Attorney-General's 
department, which he moved to strike out. 

Hon. Mr Davie oxplained that besides 
thoso works intended to remain in the 
cilices here, the department haa to aupply 
books to tho magistrates throughout tho 
province, and of courso tho latcat iaaues, 
Buch aa statutes and tho like, havo to be sup- 
plied. 

At 10:45 the vote of $440 towards tho 
cost of maintenauoo of tho Imporial Insti- 
tute was proposed, and Mr. Somlin Bpoke 
in opposition to it, on tho ground as 
stated tho other day that a lecture with 
slighting references to Canada had been 
delivered thero. 

Hon. Col. Baker s»id tho lust speaker 
had omitted to mention that tho lecturer 
had been hissed by nourly the whole audi- 
ence, ehowiDg how Canadian interests aro 
regarded at tho institute. Ho thought it 
would bo well if tho people hero who run 
down this provinco wore similarly checked. 
(Applause.) Ho pointed out tho valuable 
advertising tha institute gives tho provinco, 
and tho great bonefit derived in return for 
this triS-og contribution towards the main- 
tenance of tho institution. 

Hon. Mr Vernon explained that all tho 
provinces in Canada pay a sum proportion- 
ate to that given by British Columbia. 

Oo tho item of $3,000 for tho provincial 
board of health (act 1893) including salariea, 
Hon. Mr. Beavon renewed his contention 
that tho salary of the health officer during 
last year had boon illegally paid. He usked 
what is intended to bo done with the amount 
now to be votod. 

Hon. Mr, Davie said ho hardly fancied 
that Dr. Duvie could bo engaged again at a 
Bum cvon twico that paid him before. How- 
over, apart from that, if thero appearod to 
bo danger of an invasion during the year 
tho government would probably appoint a 
secretary to tho board, though tho full 
board would hardly, ho thought, be neces- 
sary. They would acton tho principlo that 
an ounce of proveution ia worth a pound of 
ouro, which if it had guided Hon. Mr. Bea- 
ven when tho Bmallpox epidemio threatened 
Victoria would have been fortunate indeed 
for thia city. 

Tho item waa adopted. 

Tho lust ol the remaining items in tho 
estimates for 1894 95 waa odopted at 11:20 
a.m., and tho supplementary estimates for 
1893 94 wero then taken up. A supplement- 
ary voto for 1892 93 waa also adoptod. On 
this Mr, Boaven mado his last stand, taking 
the floor at 12:50 p.m. to protest ugainat the 
proposed biil of indomnity. 

At 12:55 tho commtiteo roso, reported tho 
reaolutions and asked leavo to Bit again. 

The roport was received amidst great ap- 
pluuBO. 

REDISTRIBUTION RILL. 

Tho house wont into committee, Mr. Croft 
in tho chair, to consider the message from His 
Honor the Lioutenant-Goveruor respecting 
tho redistribution bill. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven asked that tho Attor- 
ney-General Bhould givo some explanation 
with regard tothobill. He contended thatit 
had not boon introduced in tho proper way, 
as it should, have como in in committeo of 
tho whole in a soriea of resolutions — the 
proper constitutional way. Ho could not 
say, after tho longth of tiir.c it has been in 
incubation, thut it is a wonderful document 
now that it is biought forth. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Isn't it satisfactory ? 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — '* What I said was 
that it is not a wonderful document." Ho 
proceedod to arguo respecting the mannor in 
which it had been introduced, 

Hon. Mr Davie hoped tho hon, leader of 
tho opposition would not proas for a depar- 
ture from tho ordinary rulo in tho matter 
and ask hitn to explain tho bill in a subordi- 
nate body, which tho committoo of tho 
wholo houso is, in placo of in tho houso. All 
that was desired now was thut tho com- 
mitteo should go through tho formality of 
reporting tho bill. 

M)t Sword objected to considering it, 
evon in a formal manner, as he thought tho 
government should ask His Honor to re- 
consider tho bill with a viow to amending it. 
Ho did not foel competent to deal with it in 
any way in tho absence of tho roviscd census 
figures and other information upon which it 
ia based. 

Hon. Mr Davie pointed out, that all this 
Information would bo in tho members' pos- 
soeBion when the hill came to bo considorod 
on Monday or such othor day aa might bo 
agreed on. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven contended that to ex- 
plain tho bill now would not bo contrary to 
usual parliamentary practico, though it ia 
truo it would be contrary to what ho con- 
sidered the wrongful practice which haa 
boon followed in this legielaturo.

of ihoofl rtopiving less than §100 por month 
a d n.cire than $00 per month, and that the 
C'Uiicil trusts ihat the Hoard of School 
T.uitees will make a similar reduction in 
ro;.uu to the salaries nvtr which it has con 
tr I- 

I ho necessity of tho tim s and the do- 
ni I'diol the ratepayers n quire tho most 
ri^id economy, consonant with proper sufe- 
guardj for ttl'uiency in ul 1 departments of 
civio service, and it is tho request of the 
Council that tl e Hoard will coincide with 
this policy and so frame its estimate as to 
harmonize with tho action tho Council has 
taken in regard to tho salaries of civio offi 
cera and employes.

ERASTUS WlilAN. 

Ho Will Bo Called on to Plead to a Charge 
of Forgery— Ills Son Lying at 
tho Point of Heath. 

New York, Feb. 24.— Charles H. l)ere 
who furnished bail for Erastus Wiman, is a 
woalthy manufacturer of Moline, Illinois, 
and an old friend of Mr. Wiinan, whose son 
William, now dangorouely ill, married a 
daughter of Mr. Dero. Mr. Wiman will bo 
called upon on Monday to plead to an in- 
dictment for forgery in tho second degree. 
Ho has not permitted himself to say whether 
ho will plead guilty or not, but his friends 
assert that it has been settled since his re- 
lease that he will plead not guilty. 

In response to a noto sent in by a reporter 
yeBtcrduy, Erastus Wiman, from his cell in 
the tombs, wrote the following : " I did 
not intend to aik for bail, but tho dying 
condition of my eldest son, and tho dreadful 
sorrow that overshadows his mother and 
sweet wife, surely demand my presence be- 
side them, if I can get a friend to go my 
bond. I am in communication with a 
gentleman, and hopo to bo able to get to 
Staton Island to-day. As to tho rest I can 
say nothing." His son, W. D. Wiman, is 
lying at the point of death at BrightoD 
Staten Island, of pneumonia, and does not 
know of his father's arrest. 

After his discbargo on bail to-day, Mr. 
Wiman waB closeted with his counsel and 
General Tracy made tho following state- 
ment : " I have seen for tho first 
time this morning tho iudiotments against 
Mr. Wiman, and havo learned tho 
history of the caso and tho facts upon which 
tho indictments aro founded. I am entirely 
Batisfied, sftcr such examination, that Mr. 
Wiman haB committed no crime, and unless 
I am greatly misinformed tho trial will 
develop a state of affairs whioh 
will show that Mr. Wiman is not only not 
a criminal, but that ho baa done nothing 
that can seriously •affect his honor or 
integrity as a man, I am not in 
tho habit of trying my cases in 
the newspapers, bu'j in view of tho 
oxtont to which this course has been taken 
by Mr, Wiman's enemies and certain of his 
supposed friends, I think it is only just that 
I bhould muko this statement publicly."

Eliso E. Recltis, the famous geographer, tea 
titied warmly in favor of the prisoner. M. 
Mirbau declared that Graves had a superior 
mind and was regarded as a literary author 
ity. Graves was sentenced to pasB two 
years in prison and pay a five of one thou 
sand francs.
